the greatest life menace known to 
society, lias exacted a startling 
death toll in Ailen-co during the 
past 18 months. 


Twenty-two men, women 


children who would be living to* 
day had it cot been for some little 
act of carelessness on their part 
or on the part of others, have had 
their lives 
snuffed 
out, some of 


them within a few seconds. 


After going thru 
my records 


with careful precision 1 find that 
out of a total of S3 persona who 
were victims of accidents of vari- 
ous kinds during this length of 
time, two-thirds died as a direct 
result of pure, unadulterated care- 
lessness. 
Even out of the other 


third there are several that could 
be laid to some form of neglect. 


If the people, not only of Allen- 


co but of the entire country, could 
only foresee what disaster mignt 
come of their permitting a well to 
remain uncovered, of their neglect- 
ing to handle explosives with the 
proper care, of their neglecting to 
pay proper attention to a tire; if 
:hcy could only foresee the out- 
come of any number of seemingly 
nonimportant things of this kind, 
they would most certainly prevent 
scores of deaths each year. 


Since I have been elected to office

look on human life. 
BEATING TRAINS 


Within the last year and a half 


three young1 men have died simply 
because they thought they could 
beat a fast train to the crossing.

kerosene. What a warning to hu 
manitv should be the death of a 
kind father,- who perished within 
the very sight of his family, warn- 
ing them to the last minute not to 
come near him, while his body was 
consumed by the flames, a few days 


If the safety department, protec- 


tive associations and medical organ- 
izations, as well as those who hold 
hundreds of lives daily within their 
grasp, and who realize what disas- 
ter might result from neglect or 
carelessness hi some seemingly 
trivial form, could only impress 
upon the minds of thousands of 
carefree American men and wo- 
men who daily expose themselves

they would be satisfied that they 
had given to humanity the great- 
est boon that could possibly be 
given her.

The board of commissioners, composed of three 
SBen, has complete chaige of the road building in 
Allen-co. This board also hag charge of all the 
tax money spent by the county.

roads we do not understand roads that look good 
for a month or tw° *ftcr they are completed and 
then start going to pieces. 
We understand by 


the term roads that will stand up under the heavj 
traffic of the present day and tbe probable traffic 
of the next decade. It should not be too much to 
expeet that a road that costs as much as imprcned 
highways are costing the taxpayers now should 
last this long. 


The county commissioners to be elected n«st 


fall will constitute the majority of tbe board. They 
can control the type of roads that will be built. 


We do not believe that the taxpayers In general 


care to have their money spent for such roads as 
the 8t Johns, Ellda. and stretches on the Dixie, 
north and south. They appear to us more like 
roads built to get votes than highways constructed 
to give service. The St Jobns-rd, completed less 
than a year ago, is a disgrace to the county. The 
Elida-rd is becoming one of the most expensive 
pieces of highway in the county, altbo it was sup- 
posed to have been constructed of cheap material. 
A big price was paid for a low priced material and 
Bow a big upkeep price is necessary. 


And while we are not engineer;, we can notice 


a difference between the brick paving on the Dixie 
highway In Allen and Auglalze-cos. In this county. 
the high priced top was laid on a cheap base. In 
the adjoining county, it was laid on a good base. 
Allen-co will be paying out tbe difference of cost 
la repairs and have a worse road in general than 
our neighbors to the south.

But un- 
fo^tunately overheating of the air 
Is so depraving to the general 
health that this practice must be 
scrupulously avoided by persons 
with bronchial trouble 


The quest for the best climate 


Is generally an experiment. Tne 
moie we'study the Influence of 
climata the stronger grows 
the 


conviction that In any case that 
climate in which the Individual 
will spend the gieatest number 
of hours In the open air and sun- 
light Is the best for what alls him. 
So If one can entirely shake ort 
the fear of 
"exposure," 
cold, 


dampi>es«, wind and ueatner, the 
climate here at home, where we 
all manage to keep fairly well, is 
as salutary as anything 
to 
be 


found far away. Only thev alwajs 
look better when they're 
far 


away.

Twelve 
thousand bells are still In Russia, 
but they will all be returned to 
Polond in due course.

ment that he had shown in finding and developing the great stars who 
formed the machine on the field. 


Before he had reached that point in years where his career might 


ha\e been regarded N* being o\er the hills. Mack was a recognized 
success, a manager pointed out SK a genius and a fashion setter of a 
game \shere success follows the imitation of success in a large degree. 


Right in the height of his glory, luck troke for Mack. He was 


plun&rcd from the heights to the depths of baseball. 
Instead of being 


the toast of baseball, be became the roast of the game. 
The revered

At the bank he would 
present a check without endow- 
ment at the naying »e'!er's ""ildsHT 
and when it -was turned back ask 
for the official with whom he had 
corresponded.

walk over to the official's desk, 
talk for a few moments about the 
weather or some other subject, 
never mentioning the letter or the 
check, return to the teller and 
5resent the duplicate with the of- 
ieial'b indorsement.

other names. The generic name would be "yu- 
joba" or "kuruvva," though the place-name is ordi- 
narily used by those familiar with the city. 


MAN? HUNDREDS 


Tokyo's Tos'ulwara apparently got its name from 


a group of courtesans who came to the capital— 
then called Yedo—from Moto-Yoshivvara. early in 
the llth century, when the city flrst burst Into 
prominence. 


This group, numbering to or SO, settled on the 


site of the present segregated district and were 
later joined by others when a reformer named 
Shoji conducted a purification campaign in 1617. 
The number now reaches many hundreds. 


Inmates of the Yoshiwara are in no wise to be 


confused with the geisha. Neither are they slaves, 
although, like the geisha, they must pay a fee to 
leave the houses to which they are attached. 


Japan's licensed vice system may-go. but it Is
